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THE SENATE. 

The present dead lock in the Senate 
of the United States has almost ceased 
to be of interest, and the scenes which 
are daily enacted on the Senate floor 
are not creditable to the people or 
their represeatatives. Mahone seems 
to have very little argument at com- 
mand and the more experienced legis- 
lators seem bent on exhibiting him. 

His ability may be very yreat but he 
has thus far shown nothiog but an 
irrascible temper. The stand which 
he has taken against Bourbonism 
would if maintained with dignity be 
of great benefit to the South. He has 
found imitators in nearly every State 
south of the old line, and it cannot be 
doubted that President Garfield has 
encouraged Mahonein this indepen. 
dent position from patriotic motives. 
As to the duty which he owes to party 
that is a question for the party that 
claims. dis allegiance. There is no 
law upon the statute book which for- 


bids a change of opinion in political 


affairs. It is only to be regretted that 
Mahone does not seem large enough to 
fill thé position he has assumed to fill. 
Conkling has arroguted to himself 
dictatorial powers. Whether he is the 
President or a Senator seeins to be 
well settled, and he is merely assam- 
ing the exercise of power never con- 
fided to him by the people. If the 
contest hurts the Republican party 
Conkling will be responsible for the 
injury. Like all believers in the ma- 
chine, he will exhort the utmost fidel- 
ity when the machine runs well. When 
his wishes are not strictly followed he 
inaugurates rebellion. If the Presi- 
dent yields he will disappoint thous- 
ands of his supporters, and if the 
thwarting of one wish of my Lord 
Roscoe hurts the Republican party it 
is weaker than we have ever believed.

Our people have always taken 8 
great deal of interest in the Pyramid 
mining property, and wished earnest · 
ly for its suceesstul development.

a GazeTre reporter had a conversa- 
tion with Superintendent Kiakead 
which was substautially as follows: 

Reporter—Mr. Kinkead what does 
your company propose to do. I un- 
derstand that there is to be some 
change. 

Mr. K.—The Company has let a 


contract 49 te the tunnel, and 
pending ereof the boist- 
ing works and mill wilt be shut down. 


The Board of Trustees came to this 
conclusion for good reasons. 

What were these recsons? 

Mr K.—1st, because the capacity of 
the mill is insufficient to work more 
than ten tons of ore per day, and they 
deem it inexpedient to enlarge the 
mill until the tunnel demonstrates the 
character of the ore below the water 
level; 2d, because the expense of op- 
erating a ten-ton mill is sixty per 
cent. greater in proportion than a 
forty-ton mill; 3d, beoause after the 
completion of the tunnel the ore will 
come direct to the mill without fur- 
ther handling or expense, beyuod the 
mere loading and unloading of the 
cars, thereby saving at least two dol- 
lars on every ton. 

How has the result of the mill's run 
compared with your expectations? 

Mr. K.—The will has produced 
bullion enough to pay current expen- 
ses, but could not produce enough to 
pay or reduce the outstanding indebt- 
eciness—heoce assessments are neces- 
sary. We have demonstrated that ore 
of sufficient quality and quantity ex- 
ists in the mine to make it one of the 
paying mines of Nevada. All the ore 
above the water level is free milling. 
The ledge is at least forty feet wide 
on the 200-foot level, and the ore will 
average $15 per ton. 

Why stop the mill then? 

Mr. K.—For very good reasons. 
On the 370-root level, just at the 
water line, two kinds of ore are 
found—white quartz carrying from 


with no bases, and black oxide of cop- 
per, carrying from 10 to 50 per cent. 
in copper and from $30 to $250 in 
silver per ton. The white quartz can 
be milled without difficulty, but the 
copper ore must be smelted or leached. 
The great object of running the tua- 
nel is to determine whether we have a 
silver mine or a copper mine. Tae 
tunnel will tap the ledge 550 feet be- 
low the surface and will no doubt set- 
tle that question. 

This is of course then only a tem- 
porary arrangement? 

Mr. K. —Certaioly, it is a matter ot 
safety and expediency. The tunnel 
is now in 600 feet and has 400 feet 
yet to go before reaching the vein. It 
will take four or five months to com. 
plete it.
